tion. Parliamoutary matters are dull. 
In tbe HoDBC of Commoos on tho 25ib 
of March Mr Sbaw.Lefovro asked ibo 
Secretary of Slate for Foreign Aifaii s 
whether it was true that the renewed 
oorreBpondence with the United 
S.ates government on the subject of 
the Alabama claims had been ooncla> 
dod, and, it so, whoihor he would lay 
tbo papers upon the table of tho 
House.

thing, for Lord Strathnairn baa re- 
ceived tbe most explicit iDstructions 
for bis guidance in dealing with the 
disaffected, and -the troops bavo no 
doubt as to tbe mode io which ib"y 
are to deal with men with arms in 
tbeir'.hands engaged in rebellion.

public improvement. A number of 
unemployed men, who would work if 
work wore offered tboin, aro awaiting 
anxiously for tbo "job" which tbo 
nogloot of tbe Gonnoil fails to provide. 
For several years, when tho Council- 
lors imagined they had no power to 
order a load of rubbish to bo re- 
moved, or to incur the oxponso of a 
dollar in bobalf of tbo city, lbo mem- 
bers wcro prompt in tbeir attendance. 
A full meeting could always be rohod 
on when thero was nothing to do but 
to talk over their grievances, lair.cnt 
tbeir powerlessncss, and growl at tho 
Government. But since it has been 
ascertained that they bavo every 
needful power, it is a matter of impos>- 
sibilily to coax a quorum of tbe mem- 
bers together lor lbo Irausaclion of 
business. It is uufortunalo that tbe 
members of tbo only frugment of 
reprcsenlaiivo Government wo have 
loft us Bbould neglect their duties al 
tho very lime wbon wo aro demanding 
an increased representation in the 
Government of tbo Colony. Cannot 
tbo members bo arouHod to a senso of 
ihbir daty, and give city iraprovomont 
a start while tho fiao weather lasts.
